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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As recognized by the applicant, Carlsson teaches 
the life-span of the emulsion droplets in the blood stream are prolonged due to the inherent properties of the galactolipid material. It is 
implicit from this fact that if the life-span of the emulsion droplet is prolonged, then the life-span of the active agent is also prolonged, 
hence the prolonged effect.
